A Delegation of Assemblymen 
Wait on the Minister of the 
Interior-The Liquor License

Mr. D. Mowat (South Regina) ask- 
ed: Is the Government satistied with 
the increase of subsidy granted to the 
North-West last session of the Domin 
ion Parliament? 2. Is it their intention 
to make another official excursion to 
Ottawa soon to press for such ?

It 
so would the Government at Regina 
be run by officials or membecs of the 
Government } 

Premier Haultain says that to the 
first question he answers, No. In 
regard to question No. 2, it was not in 
& proper form to be answered. There 
hae been no official excursions of the 
kind, and therefore there cannot be 
another such excursion ; but if it be 
found necessary for such an excursion, 
to use the word in the question, one 
would be made, As to question No, 
3, very much the same remarks applied. 
It was not a question that could be} 
properly put. Beyond that, it was a 
question which insinuated that the 
Government wight do that) which it 
could not legally do, viz, delegate its 
functions to somebody else.

PLANT DIET. 

Some one has thus originally describ- 
ed the menu which must be prepared 
were one to invite a green plant to 
dinner; ‘the soup would be represent- 
ed by water, the fish by minerals, the 
joint by carbonic acid gas and the des- 
sert by ammonia.’” 

Plants which contain no eblorophyll, 
as the green color of plants is called. as, 
for instance, mushrooms, have quiie a 
different diet: they feed on water, oxy- 
gen, minerals and animal matter. 

These are curious differences between 
the ereen andthe non-green plants. 
The green plants get their food from 
the Sul. and air, and from these life- 
4@ss metters build up their own liv- 
ing stracture. 

The Noh-green piants will grow only 
Where there is plenty of animal matter 
in @ state of decay. They inhale oxy- 
genas ifthey were animals, while the 
ereen plants inhaling carbonic acid gas, 


} Which is coinposed of oxygen and car- 


ben exhale the oxygen and retain the 
Carbon for food, 


not take hving food. The parasitic 
mistietoe, though it has green leaves 
and could obtain carbon food from the 
air, yet drinks the sap of the oak or 
ite grows. 

The Venus fly-trap, the pitcher plant

an ingenious arrangement of their 
seuves, and digest the meal thus se- 
cured. 

It is these variations from a general 
ru.e which prevents the animal king- 
doms le ng separated from the plant 
Kingdom hy habits of feeding. 

_The mushroom prevents the distine- 
tion that plants do not, like animals, 
inhale oxygen. These insect-feediag 
pants bar the way to such a distine- 
tion as that plants feed only on in- 
Organic matter.

As intimated in our local column 
iast week, Asst -Commiasioner MclIilree 
has returned from Skagway. It will 
he remembered that Mr. Illree left 
several months ago with a detachment 
of the N W. M. P. for the Klondyke 
and for some time past has been super- 
intending the commissiariat. He re- 
ports that two mails have left the 
International post at Dyea and have 
gone over the mountains, Where they 
are now they are impossible to say. 
They started at the very worst time of 
the year. Crowds of persone are wait 
ing at Skagway to go on as soun as 
they can, and many others have gone 
east having cached their belongings to 
return ia the spring. There are be- 
tween one and two thousand persons in 
Skngway but all of them are not going 
to the gold fields, as several have 
started stores at the place and intend 
settling there. Quite a lot of th+ 
people are in tents awaiting the time 
to move to the Yukon. Most of this 
community are Americans of many 
nationalities, a good many being Swedes 
Some are Canadians who have crossed 
the line but have never taken out their 
tinal naturalization papers. The ma- 
jority of pure Canadians on their way 
to the Yukon 1 very small, only about 
three or four per cent. 

Mr. Liree reporte allthe N W.M. P. 
as well. They are building quarters at 
Like Tagish, and there is a detachment 
at White Horse Rapids, fifty miles be 
low the Inke. There is no lack of

This great and successful advocate 
of prohibition has died vt the great age 
of 93, in the citp ot Portland, Maine, 
where he was bore in 1804. His 
parents were of Quaker persuasion,and 
he joined in early manhood the ten 
perance army, of which he became per- 
haps the most conspicuous leader. As 
far back as 1839 he became an advocate 
of prohibition, aud got « vote taken on 
1t in Portland, but was defeated. He 
tried again in 1844 with partial success 
a prohibition law for the whole state, 
and in 1846 his ineasure was carried 
triumphantly in both legislature and 
senate, but the penalties were found 
too small, and the bill as amended ‘to 
mect this defect, was vetoed by the 
governor. At last he carried his point 
and as Mayor of Portland enforced the 
law, which was repealed in 1856 but 
re-enacted next year with more severe 
penalties than ever. In 1861 he 
raised a regiment for service in the 
civil war, but was wounded and taken 
prisoner in the south, where he spent 
some months in the famous Libby 
prison. He has been known a!l over 
the world as a consistent, able and 
eloquent advocate of bie principles,and 
hau in him the stuff of which all true 
crusaders are made. Believing himself 
right, he did what he thought was his 
duty, regardless of the consequences. 
He was buried with the highest honors 
his native city could bestow. 

TheChicagoJnter-Oceansays: “Judg- 
ed by what he was able to accomplish, 
his life was a grand success. It is 
doubtless true that all his hopes and 
depirations were not realized, but, had 
Le been content so to do, he might 
have rested and found satisfaction .in 
the knowledge that he had planted the 
standard of a great moral reforin far in 
advance of the outposts of the nations 
that are looking toward the light.”

BACTERIA AS A BLESSING. 
ts Benefits ees iznered = by 
Scientists, 


Prof. Ward, in an address before the 
Physiological Section of the British As- 
sociation at its recent meeting in To 
ronto, gave several reasons for bis be- 
lief that the danger from infectioa by 
disease hacteria through their presence 
inthe streets andin the rivers used for 
a supply of drinking water was niuch 
overrated. The chief enemy of the dis- 
ease bacteria, according to Prot. Ward, 
iS sunlight, which has the effect either 
of killing them outward or of retarding 
their growth and multiplication. ‘This 
can Clearly be shown by Dr. Janowski's 
experiment. He 
ina tule: to the action of sun izht, and 
found that direct sunlight killed these 
cerns in fromfour to seven hours. 
Then he filtered owt the heat rays of 
the sum by means of screens of aium 
and found that the typhoid baci li died 
as quirkly as in the former cause. He 
next took yellow and brown sviutious 
Which a'lowed the red and yellow rays 
to pass through, but prevented the vio- 
let, or chemically active rays, from 
passing, and surrounded a tube con- 
taining typhoid germs with them. Un- 
der these circumstances he found that 
the germs flourished as well as if they 
had been in the dark. On the other 
hand, a f@ilot solution, which  allow- 
ed rays of that color to pass through 
it was fatal to the continued existence 


of the germs. He therefore conciuded 
that it was the chemical rays of tbe 


sunlight which had the effect of de- 
stroying the 
VITALITY OF THUSE GERMS. 
Prof. Ward thougut that too much 


attention had been paid to the di erse 
bacteria and nol enough tothe benign 
or “good” bacterin. Mankind was *0 
murh indebted in so many fields tothe 
benign bacteria that he thought that 
before long colleges would build labora- 
tories in which ihe behavior of these 
good bacteria might be observed. As 
a mutts; ot fact the benign bacteria 
far outnumlered the disease ones, 
though they were ciassed together in 
the jrublie mind as being bad with- 
out, redemption. 

Prof. Conn, of Middletown, Conn., 
found out after patient investization 
that the fine flavor of good butter was 
alinost entirely due to the presence In 
it of a certain kind of bacteria. This 
bacteria he now breeds regularly in 
large quantities and it ts sent all over 
the world to improve the quality of 
butter. ; 

‘The makers of Rocquefort cheese in 
French and of Gruyere cheese in Switz- 
eriand mix a little old ripened cheese 
with that which was only in prepara- 
tion. ihis is now known to have been 
only a rough and ready way of propa- 
gating the right king of bacteria. 

The bacteria are the really great 
scavengers of the world. In fact, as 
one of Pasteur’s pupi’s said: “‘When- 
ever and wherever there is decompos!- 
tion of organic matter, whether it be 
in the case of an herb or an oak,or a 
worm or a whule, the work is done ex- 
clusively by bacteria. ‘lhey are the 
important, almost the only agents of 
universal hygiene; they clear away 
more quickiy than the dogs of Con- 
stantinope or the wild beasts of the 


desert the remains of all that has 
had life. They protect the living 
wainst the dead; they do more—if 


there are still living beings, if since 
the hundreds of centuries the world has 
leon inhabite ! jifa continues, it is lo 
them we owe it.”

AN ORSTINATE STRIKE

‘The 
strike followed, and all attempts at ar- 
bitration, failed, until late last month 
Lord Penrhyn yieided. The strike in- 
volved two thousand workmen, and 
was the occasion of great distress.
